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AN ACT in relation to transportation.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 1. Short title. This Act may be cited as the

Idling Tinme and Em ssions Reduction Act.

Section 5. Findings. The GCeneral Assenbly finds and
decl ares the foll ow ng:

(a) Ar pollution in the State is an ongoing problem
that inpacts the health and safety of its residents.

(b) The State's marine and rail termnals often becone
congested with long lines, forcing trucks to idle for
ext ended periods of tine.

(c) Idling trucks emt air contamnants, including
oxi des of nitrogen, carbon dioxide, and particulate matter.

(d) Many marine and rail termnals in the State are
close to residential areas and busi nesses frequented by the
public.

(e) Omers and operators of marine and rail termnals
generally do not directly own or control trucks that nove
containers and other cargo to and fromor transact business
at the termnals. Due to the manner in which sone termnals
are operated, however, including but not limted to, setting
short gate hour s, havi ng i nsufficient staffing, or
mai ntai ning systens that do not transact truck business
t hroughout the day, and because trucks nmust operate within
the systens established by the owners and operators of marine
and rail termnals, trucks are forced to idle for extended
periods of time and create severe congestion on public
roadways in comunities at and near nmarine and rai
term nal s.

(f) It is the intent of the General Assenbly to prohibit
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extended idling by trucks at marine and rail termnals to
protect the health and safety of all the State's citizens.

(g It is the intent of the GCeneral Assenbly, in
enacting this Act, to reduce only emssions of particulate
matter that are caused by trucks idling at marine and rail

termnals in the State.

Section 10. Port and rail community air quality program

(a) Each marine or rail termnal nust operate in a
manner that does not cause the engines of diesel trucks to
idle or queue for nore than 30 mnutes while waiting to enter
a marine or rail termnal. Accordingly, a marine or rai
termnal is guilty of a petty offense punishable by a fine of
$250 for every truck that idles for nore than 30 mnutes
while waiting to enter the marine or rail termnal.

(b) In addition, any marine or rail termnal that takes
action intended to avoid or circunvent the requirenents of
this Act or to avoid or circunvent the reduction of em ssions
of particulate matter fromidling or queuing trucks is guilty
of a petty offense punishable by a fine of $750 per truck per
vi ol ati on.

(c) Actions intended to avoid or ci rcunvent t he
requi renents of this Act, include, but are not limted to:

(1) diverting an idling truck to area highways or
al ternate staging areas;

(2) requiring a truck to idle or queue inside the
gate of a marine or rail termnal; or

(3) requiring or directing a truck driver to turn
on and of f an engi ne whil e queui ng.

(d) Any action taken by a marine or rail termnal to
assess, or seek reinbursenent from the driver or owner of a
truck for a violation of this Section is a Cass C
m sdeneanor.

(e) A marine or rail termnal does not violate this Act
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by causing a truck toidle for nore than 30 mnutes while
waiting to enter the gate into a marine termnal if:
(1) the delay 1is caused by an act of God, a | abor
di spute, or a declared State or federal energency; or
(2) if the Secretary of State finds that an
unavoi dabl e or unforeseeable event caused trucks to idle
and that the termnal is otherwse in good faith

conpliance with the Act.

Section 15. Exenptions fromthe port and rail community
air quality program

(a) As used in this Section, "peak comruter hours"” nean
t hose hour s determined by the Secretary of State in
consultation with the owners and operators of the marine and
rail termnals and any |abor wunion represented at those
marine and rail term nals.

(b) Except as provided in subsections (e) and (f),
Section 10 does not apply to marine and rail termnals that
provide 2 continuous hours of wuninterrupted, fully staffed
receiving and delivery gates 2 hours before and after peak
commut er hours each day, at |east 5 days per week.

(c) The Secretary of State nust notify marine and rai
termnals of the final determ nation of peak commuter hours.

(d) Except as provided in subsections (e) and (f),
Section 10 does not apply to marine and rail termnals that
operate fully staffed receiving and delivery gates for 70 or

nmore hours, 5 days per week.

(e) Section 10 applies to marine or rail termnals
|ocated in an area bound by Illinois Route 17 on the south,
IIlinois Route 47 on the west, Illinois Route 173 on the

north, and the Indiana border on the east, if the marine or
railroad term nal owners with facilities within t hose
boundari es have placed onerous or artificial barriers to the

delivery of their services, either through their own
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enpl oyees or through subcontracted personnel.

(f) To qualify for exenption under this Section, a
marine or rail termnal nmust notify the Secretary of State of
the date of inplenmentation of the services described in
subsection (b) or (d). Amarine or rail termnal is subject

to Section 10 until the date those services are inplenented.

Section 20. Conpliance wth and enforcenment of the port
and rail comunity air quality program

(a) The Secretary of State shall nonitor marine and rai
termnals for conpliance with this Act.

(b) The Secretary of State shall issue citations to the
marine or rail termnal for violations. Ctations nust
i ncl ude the foll ow ng:

(1) the truck license plate nunber;

(2) the nanme of the marine or rail termnal at
whi ch the violation occurred; and

(3) the date and tine of the violation.

(c) Failure to pay a fine under Section 10, or receipt
of 3 or nore fines during a 3 nonth period, is a Cdass C
m sdenmeanor. The [Illinois Conmrerce Conm ssion nust suspend
the notor carrier of property license of a marine or rai
term nal convicted of an offense described in this subsection
(c). The Comm ssion also nust forward a recomrendation to the
Feder al Mot or Carrier Safety Adm ni stration for
adm ni strative or other action deened necessary against the
termnal's interstate operating authority.

(d) The Secretary of State nmust determine the |evel of
nmoni tori ng and enforcenent comensurate with the | evel of the
truck idling problemat each marine and rail termnal and
must adopt rul es necessary to reduce em ssions of particul ate

matter fromidling or queuing trucks under this Act.

Section 25. Effect of this Act. Nothing in this Act
